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New strategic plan 
draft released 
by council

Town council recent¬ 
ly voted in favour on 
a draft of the strategic 
plan for the council 
term of 2013 to 2017. 

The plan outlines the 
focuses of council for 
the term, and includes 
rubrics that councillors 
will use to measure their 
progress in each of the 
initiatives. 

The draft plan may 
be amended, depend¬ 
ing on how budget talks 
go later this month, but 
the plan as it appeared 
to council on Dec. 10 
focuses on a few main 
areas: corporate stew¬ 
ardship of council; com¬ 
munity outreach; infra¬ 
structure; economic 
development; and social 
and cultural enhance¬ 
ment. 

Council will be com¬ 
mitted to providing 
strong leadership on 
issues that affect the 
municipality as well as 
the surrounding region 
through corporate stew¬ 
ardship and communi¬ 
ty outreach, states the 
draft. 

Council will also be 
committed to present¬ 
ing consistent, accurate 
and timely information 
to residents, local busi¬ 
nesses, administration 
and other community 
partners. 

Coun. Joyce McCoy 
said this focus on com¬ 
munication is key to 
bringing Didsbury for¬ 
ward into the future. 

“Open and honest 
communication is very 
important to ensuring 
Didsbury is the best it 
can be," said McCoy, 
who drafted the plan 
with Coun. Gail Nowlan

community and their 
input to raise Didsbury. 
Informed people play a 
big part in a better com¬ 
munity and make a dif¬ 
ference."

She believes com¬ 
munity engagement 
will greatly benefit the 
town, as residents who 
are actively engaged 
and care about the town 
feel like they are part of 
something bigger, and 
that this mindset can 
make a positive differ¬ 
ence in the town as a 
whole. 

“Ultimately, an 
engaged community 
means a higher level of 
citizen satisfaction. It’s 
a win-win for all," she 
added. 

She noted that council 
would like to encourage 
residents to give their 
feedback on both the 
plan and the budget at 
a public budget discus¬ 
sion, scheduled to take 
place Friday, Jan. 10 in 
the council chambers, 
starting at 9 a.m. 

Council will also 
focus on infrastructure 
by assembling a 10-year 
infrastructure plan. 

McCoy said this plan 
will help council budget 
appropriately and allow 
officials to make long¬ 
term plans that best suit 


the town’s needs. 

“A strong preventative 
maintenance program 
will ensure that infra¬ 
structure lasts as long 
as it should, and in many 
cases longer than antici¬ 
pated," she said. 

As far as economic 
development is con¬ 
cerned, McCoy said 
council will ensure poli¬ 
cies are attractive to 
business and industry, 
and try to make the pro¬ 
cess of opening a busi¬ 
ness in town easy and 
straightforward, with 
competitive tax rates. 

“We should showcase 
the town and the busi¬ 
ness community. There 
are so many successful 
businesses that operate 
in this town that many 
don’t know exist,” she 
said. 

One idea she has is to 
showcase local success 
stories and encourage 
more to come forward. 

“Many of these suc¬ 
cess stories operate out 
of a small building or 
their home and have far- 
reaching connections all 
over the world thanks 
to technology and the 
Internet. We should 
encourage those kinds 
of businesses to consid¬ 
er Didsbury.” 

Council would also 
like to see the cul¬ 
ture of the community 
enhanced for both resi¬ 
dents and visitors. 

“We are encouraging 
community involve¬ 
ment and collabora¬ 
tion; implementing the 
(Recreation and Culture 
Master Plan) to enhance 
the experience of resi¬ 
dents and visitors; coor¬ 
dinating with communi¬ 
ty groups; encouraging 
collaboration amongst 
the town and event 
organizers; and making 
Didsbury a destination.”

crews and local contrac¬ 
tors to work on Dec. 31, 
removing snow build¬ 
up from the numerous 
heavy snowfalls that 
Didsbury experienced 
last month. 

The additional funds 
will allow the Town of 
Didsbury to hire more 
contractors to assist 
with the removal pro¬ 
cess, outside of what 
the normal budget 
would allow, officials 
said in a press release. 

Greg Skotheim, man¬ 
ager of public works, 
said the snow remov¬ 
al started in the first 
week of November and 
that staff have been 
clearing every day 
since then. 

“We do town sidewalks 
and parking areas daily if 
we get snow, and trails 
when we have time,” 
noted Skotheim. 

The Priority 1 road¬ 
ways have been done 
four times, and the 
Priority 2 roadways 
have been done three 
times, he added. 

“Since November, 
we have cleared all the 
residential streets and 
avenues once, and now 
most have been done 
twice.” 

For 2013, $20,000 

was budgeted for snow 
removal, and the bud¬ 
get is believed to have 


been exceeded by 
about $10,000 to date. 

The additional funds 
will help with the 2014 
budget for snow remov¬ 
al, allowing officials to 
bring in additional sup¬ 
port from outside con¬ 
tractors when needed. 

Skotheim noted that 
in an average week, 
four department staff 


members spend about 
100 staff hours on 
snow removal, and his 
department has a load¬ 
er, grader, truck and 
skid-steer unit at its 
disposal. 

Since the snow began 
to fall, his department 
has used approximately 
200 hours of contractor 
time, which includes 


mostly truck rentals 
and loader assistance. 

While Skotheim 
thanked his staff and 
contractors for their 
accommodation in this 
time of need, he also 
said that the patience 
and understanding of 
residents has been rec¬ 
ognized and is appreci¬ 
ated.

ANIMAL LICENSE RENEWALS 


UTILITY E-BILL UPDATE 


It's that time again! Pet Registration for 2014 will commence as of January 2, 2014! For 
the entire month of January Pet registration will only be $15.00! After January 31 regis¬ 
tration fees will be $20 for altered animals and $40 for unaltered animals. We remind 
residents who own pets (whether they are indoor or outdoor) that you are required 


under the Town of Didsbury cat control and dog control bylaws to register them with 
the Town of Didsbury. Failure to license vour pet could result in a fine of $115.00 
Having your pet registered will enable Animal Control to return your pet directly to you 
if found at large. Failing to register your pet can result in them being taken to a kennel 
and a kennel fee being incurred until you, as the owner, can be found. 


Effective immediately, the Town of Didsbury will not be issuing e-bills for utility 
statements. This is due to numerous program glitches with the program that pro¬ 
duces and sends out our utility bills. When the e-billing does begin, we will be imple¬ 
menting the e-bills in a phased approach. Within the Town there are five routes. We 
will be beginning with Route One. Each person in Route One will be contacted and 
they will be asked if they would like an e-bill and we will be checking to ensure that 
the email address we have is correct. Only when we have Route One completely 
finished and with 100% accuracy, will we start Route Two. Thank you for your pa¬ 
tience and understanding as we work to correct this issue.

QEII causes problems for many drivers

The QEII has proven to be treach¬ 
erous on more than a few occasions 
recently, and according to police 
reports, between 50 and 70 vehicles hit 
the ditch on Friday, Dec. 27 alone. 

Cpl. Darrin Turnbull of the Airdrie 
RUMP Integrated Traffic Unit (ITU), 
which patrols the highways between 
Didsbury and Airdrie, said the past 
week has been a busy one for the ITU 
officers. 

“Over the last week here, we’ve had a 
very busy time frame. On (the 27th) for 
example, Environment Canada called it 
a freeze warning and it ended up being 
more of a whiteout between (QEII) 
north of Airdrie up to the Didsbury 
overpass. And I think further north, 
they had traffic issues as well,” said 
Turnbull. 

“Luckily, only a handful of vehicles 
were damaged and there were no usu¬ 
ries, so that was good. 

“The situation was that visibility was 
so bad that people couldn’t even see 
the lanes, so they were just driving into 
the ditch.” 

He said the ITU was lucky to have 
the assistance of local fire departments 
from Didsbury, Crossfield, Carstairs, 
and Rocky View. 

“They were a great help to us to 
get out and help us look for stranded 
motorists, pick them up and give them 
a ride to town so they could wait out 
the storm.” 

That particular night, the storm light¬ 
ened up by about midnight, so police 
and firefighters were able to assist driv¬ 
ers in digging out their vehicles. 

“I don’t know north of the Didsbury 
overpass, but south of the Didsbury 
overpass we were lucky there were no 
ii\juries,” he added.

A tractor-trailer was left in the ditch of the QEII between the Didsbury and Olds overpasses on Monday, Dec. 30. It appeared the truck had 
rotated a full 180 degrees on its way in, as it was facing northbound while in the southbound ditch. 

Despite the issues, he said drivers 
seem to be slowing down and learning 
from the many storms this area has 
been hit with in recent weeks. 

“It’s been a long winter already and 
it’s only (the beginning of January), but 
drivers do learn and start to drive more 
in accordance with the conditions. 

He recommended that if the road 
conditions are poor and people can 
avoid travel, they should stay home, 
wait out the weather, or reschedule 
their travel to the next day. 

“It’s safer for you, your family and 
emergency service workers. It is very 
dangerous for us as well. 

We just hope that people can delay 
their travel when the weather is 
bad.”

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Two years’ jail time for prolific thief tied to spree of local break-ins

A thief who served one 
day in jail for a string of 
thefts and break-ins in 
Olds and the surround¬ 
ing area, and then was 
again arrested for break¬ 
ing and entering and 
theft 36 hours after his 
release, will now serve 
two years in prison for 
theft-related crimes. 

Jason Todd Furlong, 

39, was arrested after 
midnight on Dec. 4 
along with Jason Kevin 
Campbell, 32, when 
police found they had 
cut a hole in a fence of 
a compound at the B 
and M Home Hardware 
Building Centre near the 
intersection of Highway 
27 and 65 Avenue. 

Police have said in the 
past that Furlong and 
Campbell are from Olds. 

Investigators had fol¬ 
lowed footprints in the 
snow to the compound 
after they had received 
reports earlier in the 
night that the men had 
been seen attempting to 
remove propane canis¬ 
ters from vacation trail¬ 
ers parked in the area of 
61 Avenue near the Olds 
Mobile Home Park. 

On Dec. 16, Furlong 
and Campbell both 
pleaded guilty to two 
charges each of breaking 
and entering a structure 
that is not a dwelling, 
theft under $5,000 and 
mischief to a property 
under $5,000 in relation 
to the Dec. 4 arrest. 

Both men received a 
sentence of a six-month 
jail term. 

Charges of breaking 
and entering with intent 
and breach of probation 
connected to the arrest 
were stayed for each 
man, although Campbell 
pleaded guilty to an addi¬ 
tional charge of breach 
of probation. 

Both men had been 
released from prison 36 
hours before the Dec. 4 
arrest after serving time 
for other break-in and 
theft-related crimes. 

Furlong was arrested in 
Sundre on Oct 28 along 
with Kevin Leischner, 42, 
of the Olds-Torrington area 
when police pulled over a 
Ford F-350 pickup truck 
in a Sundre industrial area 
that was stolen from Olds 
Concrete on Oct 4. 

The truck was loaded 
with stolen property 
including copper wire, 
tools, a generator and 
electronics, police said.

Campbell had also been released from a provincial 
correctional facility as a result of a conviction for 
property related offences and was bound by a proba¬ 
tion order. 

He was arrested Feb. 26 with another man while 
looking for property to steal in the area and break-in 
tools and a disguise were found in their possession. 
Campbell was charged with three counts of possess¬ 
ing stolen property under $5,000, possessing break-in 
tools, a provincial offence of entering land without 
permission, fraud, driving while disqualified, posses¬ 
sion of property obtained through crime and theft of 
a motor vehicle. 

Police were not able to clarify if it were these 
charges that Campbell had been serving time for 
when he was released from prison prior to the Dec. 
4 arrest. 

While he was in custody following the Dec. 4 
arrest, Furlong was also served with a summons to 
appear in court to answer to six charges of breaking 
and entering that were laid against him on Nov. 13 
and relate to thefts at Olds businesses on June 14, 
July 2, Aug. 27, Sept. 5, Sept. 12 and Oct. 4. 

Furlong also pleaded guilty on Dec. 16 to five of 
these six breaking and entering charges—one charge 
was stayed— in relation to the incidents on June 14, 
July 2, July 12, Sept. 5 and Oct. 4 and received a sen¬ 
tence of two years in prison and was ordered to pay 
$22,160 in restitution. 

He will serve the two-year sentence and the six- 
month sentence he received for the Dec. 4 incident 
concurrently.
